WA8»i!>oio\, April 'J8.— Tlio president 


sent to the house ot representatives to-day a 
long communication from the secretary of 
state with regard It the proposed reduction In 
the amount appropriated by the consular 
abd diplomatic bill and changes proposed iu 
the consular and diplomatic service of the 
United States. It consists mainly of sug- 
gestions as to the duties and needs of officers 
of the United States abroad and tbe neces- 
sity of maintaining the two services, consular 
and diplomatic, dlslluct and upon an effective 
basis. 


Frellnghuvson considers It Inexpedient to 


require representatives of the United States 
abroad to exeiclso at the same time both con- 
sulafaod diplomatic functions, partly bo- 
cause It Is lorjkod upon by many foreign gov- 
ernments with disfavor as manifesting want 
of proper respect for ttii'or by the government 
ot toe United States and partly because the 
duties, of consuls differ widely from those of 
diplomatic ofllcors. and each class of duties 
requires the undivided lime and attention of 
a single person. 


Postal Telegraphy.

there had boon disease among them. 


The amendment? nas agreed to. 
Morgan moved to strike out the clause au- 


thorizing payment for slaughtered cattle. 


Deck was willing1 to authorj/e examination 


as to cattle diseases, but was unwilling to 
give power for Indiscriminate slaughter and 
so Rlvo au opportunity for widespread fraud. 
Many of the caltlemeu of tho northwestern 
territories, he said, were foreign corporations. 
it was no slander to say that in many In- 
stanees they sent their own representatives to 
the legislature, and no man could go to such 
legislature unless lio was the representative 
of the cattle interest 
It would not do to 


give those teiiltorlal legislatures power to 
condemn cattle by tho wholesale and pay the 
damages out ot tbe money of the United 
States. 


Williams remarked that not one In twenty 


herds ot the northwest belonged to foreign- 
ers. 


Plumb said If he could have his own way 


:bcse foreigu corporations would not own cat- 
lie, land or anything else In the northwest, 
But the quantity of cattle owned by such cor- 
porations was nn exceedingly small part of 
:ho cattle Interest of the countrj. Us de- 
'eudcd the provisions of the bill, but said he 
sad prepared an amendment which would to 
some extent remove tbe objections of tbe 
senator from Alabama. This amendment 
was to strike out altogether reference to the 
slaughter of animals. 


Wilson sent to the desk and bad read a let- 


ter to him from the commissioner of agricul- 
ture in reply to Wilson's inquiries, saying the 
exclusion ot American cattle from England 
foratlevt one jear would probably be Im- 
mediately decided by parliament It was 
understood tbe cattle men of England were 
determined to keep 
out American beef.'

It was an Important fact that the British

Bajard thought the purpose of the bill 


would now be fulfilled by an appropriation ot 
E50.000 Instead of $250,000 allowed by tbe 
louse. 


Plumb moved to make the appropriation 


8150,000. Bayard's motion to reduce the ap- 
propriation to 850,000 was dlsngioadto, as 
was also n motion ot Brown to make the 
amount $100,000, and Plumb's amendment 
making the amount 8150,000 was agiiod to, 


On motion of Harris an amendment was 
greed to confining operations to cattle from 
which there was danger of the disease spread- 
ng from one state to another. 


Miller, ot California, submitted as an 


amendment the substance of a bill hereto- 
fore Introduced by 6im providing for the quar- 
mtloing and Inspection of export cattle. 


Plumb wanted to secure unanimous con- 


sent that debate on tbe bill should close at 3 
p. m. to-morrow and a vote reached, but this 
was not aKieed to.

A TERRIBLE WIND. 


Ohio Towns Devastated by a Fearful 


Tornado. 


The Destruction Widespread and 


'Complete, 


Life Loss Considerable—Freaks of 


the Wind, 


An Ohio Tornado. 


DAITO.V, Ohio, April 'J7.— Shortly tretoia 


5 o'clock this afternoon the most destructive 
cyclone that was ever known In this part of 
the countrj passed over tho southern part of 
Montgomery and Green counties, devastating 
everything In Its course. ' It appears to have 
originated neat Woodbury, a small town ten 
miles south of here, and eye witnesses des- 
cribe it as appalling in Its fury. An authentic 
statement is that ttie cyclone was formed by 
the union ot two light storm clouds from the 
south and northwest, which Immediately as 
Honied the form of a waterspout, rising and 
descending like the waves of the sea, aud des- 
troying everything In Its way. 


Mr. K. Bebt, ot this city, who was near 


enough to observe It accurately, says it was 
fullv one eighth of a mile wide, and moved 
about over the country like an immense cloud 
of smoke, while everywhere In IU path the 
air was dark with trees aud the ruins of 
houses. The forests were mowed dowu like 
weeds; fences were destroyed for miles, and 
It Is estimated that in tbls county alone at 
liywt twenty residences are In ruins, to say 
nothing of the loss of other buildings, the 
live stock aud farm property. 


At Alexandersvllte, six miles south of here, 


several people are Ttuown to be injured, aud 
one lady reported to have been killed, while 
saw mills, barns and other buildings are de 
stroyed 
At Carrollton, Friend's paper mill 


and other buildings are badly damaged, while 
a number of residences are reported to liave 
been destroyed. 
The telegraph lines are 


dowu In all directions, and the roads are Im- 
passable from the ruins that fell ou them. 
Nc»r Woodburn, the residences aud other 
buildings belonging to Ed. Wheat lej were de- 
stroyed, with other property, amounting iu all 
to 82,000. Two farm hands we're reported 
missing. The brick school house. No. 0, Is 
destroyed, »nd the roof was can led SOO \»rds 
Mrs. Harris' house and barn were destroyed, 
and one child was cauguUu the cycloue and 
carried 300 yards and then dropped to tbe 
earth only slightly injured. Mi. Mitchell's 
house tnd barn were partly ruined. Mr. 
Kldenour'8 pro pel Ij was badly damaged. 
Abner Hards' barn and other buildings were 
destroyed. 


At'Eell Brook, Green county, at l<">«t fifteen 
rarae homes are more or less damaged, but 
he families generally ewapad by taklm? 
•efuge in tbe cellars. From Carrolton the 
.yclone took a diroci (vwtirl y cm.rse, and Its 
orce was not In thele*«t spent when It reached 
ameslowu, a thriving village of 600 tnhabl- 
»nt% Which Is reported as entirely destroyed, 
»llh only » few buildings tstt standing. 
Meagre teleumph reports state that four pea 
ite are irnowu to be killed, while twenty are 
oore or less Injured. 
Among .others tbe 


residence of L. Wlckersham »>s lifted from 
ts foundation and carried quite a distance. 
Owing to tbe sparse settlements of the county 
and tbe blockaded roads accurate details con- 
not be obtained, but with such a loss ot prop- 


ly, that of life must be terrible. 
Near Xenla, there was coBilderable des- 


ruction. Tbe Soldiers' «nd Sailors' Orphans' 
lome was, badly damaged. The barn laun- 
dry and other bnUdlngs were . destroyed, 
while the hospital and others were unroofed. 
Jlss Ilarvey, tbe matron, and Nigbt-nateh- 
man Kicbardson were injured, but no chil- 
dren were hurt. Between Jasper »nd Cedar 
creek, on the narrow-gauge road, tbe damage 
9£ieatto farm property, and at this point 
tnln< were unable to move on account of the 
wind, while others did not dare to p«s over 
Cedar Creek trestle during tba cyclone. In 
all directions south and e""t of here the scene 
of destruction defies description.

'crests were cut down like woods, andtioes 
and the smaller buildings were cauledlong 
distances in the air.

Senta, OWo, special sajs: The scene »t 
Jamestowu this morblngwas even worse than 
reported. Fully one-third of the towii is in 
ruins. The force of) the wind was terrific. 
Houses not entirely demolished were torn In 
;wo and lifted from their foundations. The 
damage is estimated from 9150,000 to S200,- 
000. Individual losses number ISO. In many 
<u<ies tbo entire bouse and furniture are 
(tone; beddins «nd furniture blown into 
tree tops a long 
distance (rom the 


bouses. Tbe damage in the country Is very 
great, but particulars are not yet known. Tbo 
roads are ImpMsable In the direction of the 
storm. Much lire stock w»a killed. Barns, 
nouoos, fences and trcta were swept aw»y. 
A meeting was held here to night to orgaul/e 
relief for the suffering.

The Chicago Advance publishes reports 


from sixty-six out of eighty-one counties In 
Kansas; reports made not by temperance men 
but by state oflleers. From May, 1891, to 
January, ISSt, the saloons m Kansas bad 
been reduced from 708 M 313, mnre than half 
tbe latter being in LeavenWoith. During 
this lime the population Increased twelve per 
cent. In forty-one counties not a single saloon 
The fines for violation of Hie law have 
amounted to $05,000, and eighty-one saloeu 
keepers have been Imprisoned, the aggregate 
Imprisonment amounting to eleven jears, five 
months »nd nineteen days. In BTlj'-ODCcoun.- 
ties the reports all *si*e that the prohibition 
sentiment Is growing, while only seven conn 
ties report as on the decre»e. Prohibition 
does prohibit, «nd no one knows It better than 
tbe whiskey men themselves.

The Origin of Religion. 


Frederick Marrisop, In tbe Nineteenth Ccntur>. 


The origin of religion Is to be sought iu the

that we cannot find it iu tlm negative and 
tbe unknown. In any reasonable use of 
language religion Implies some kind of belief 
to a power outside ourselves, some, kind of 
awe and giatltude felt for that power, some 
kind ot intluence exetted^ by it wer our lives. 
There aro always In some sort these three ele- 
ments—belief, worship, conduct. A religion 
which gives us nothing lu particular lo bo- 
lievo, nothing as an object uf awe and grati- 
tude, which hab no special i elation to human 
duly, la nota religion at all. It may be formula, 
n kcneralizatlo:!, a logical postulate; but tt H 
not a religion. The universal presence- of 
the unknowable (or rather of the unknown) 
substratum Is not a religion.
